claim Rejections - 3S USC § 1 02 

Tke following is a quotation of tke appropriate paragrapks of 35 U.S.C. 102 tkat form 
tke tasis for tke rejections under tkis section made in tkis Office action: 

A person skall Le entitled to a patent unless — 

(t) tke invention was patented or descrited in a printed publication in tkis or a foreign country or in puklic use or on 
sale in tkis country, more tkan one year prior to tke date of application for patent in tke United States. 

Claims 1, 2 and 4 are rejected imder 35 U.S.C. 102(k) as keing anticipated ky Krasner et 
al (US patent 5,337,435). * 

Tke patent to Krasner discloses tke invention as is claimed, including kead (1) of an 
electric tootkkrusk (figs. 1,2). Tke kead includes a first kristle support (one of plates 41) 
rotatakle akout an axis and kaving first kristles (7) extending tkerefrom in a perpendicular 
direction. A second kristle support kas second kristles (11) extending from a surface tkereof. 
Note tkat some of kristles (11) extend at acute angles witk respect to said surface wkerein some 
are angled towards tke first kristles and some are angled away (fig.2). 

Witk respect to claim 2, note tkat tke first kristle support is rotatakle in any manner so 
desired. Notking would prevent suck. 
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Ke^ponse to Arguments 

Applicant s arguments witk respect to claim 1 kave Leen considered tut are moot in view 
of tke new ground(s) of rejection. As set fortk above, tke patent to Krasner discloses tke 
invention as is claimed.
